DETAILED ACTION 

This is responsive to Applicant's amendment filed on 1/21/09. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 2-8 and 12-17 are allowed. 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art does 
not disclose or suggest a cable lead out device, and a method of guiding a cable 
comprising a body including diverting means, a first section of the cable path to curve 
against the direction of the preferred cable exit direction, and a second section, 
wherein the first and second section are located within the bore of the wall as set forth 
in claims 12 and 17. The reasons for allowance of claims 3, 7, and 8 are greatly 
discussed in the previous Office action mailed on 12/13/07.
